Glitter is in 
prison but is 
still wealthy

PAEDOPHILE Gary Glitter could 
lose his multi-million pound 
fortune after more women came 
forward to sue him, a source said. 

The disgraced rocker, 80, was this 
week told to pay more than £500,000 
for abusing a 12-year-old girl 
in the 1970s. 

Lawyers are believed 
to be confident they 
can get more cash 
from Glitter’s estate. 

He was jailed for 
16 years in 2015 for 
assaulting three 
schoolgirls between 
1975 and 1980. 

A judge at the High 
Court said this week 
that one of them is enti- 
tled to £508,000 compensation 
to cover the time she has been 
unable to work and the suffering he 
caused her. 

It is not known if the women 
thought to have recently instructed 
solicitors were involved in the UK 
court case. A source said: “More 
victims have come forward: 

Documents filed to Companies 
House show a firm Glitter founded, 


now run by associates, has £137,873 
in assets. It paid offthe mortgage on 
Glitters £2million flat in Baker Street, 
Central London. 

On top of that are the royalties he 
is understood to still be raking in 
while in jail. A source said: “Though 
some were paused some years ago it 
may not be the case with all of them’ 

Glitter sold 18 million records by 

1975 and despite no longer 
owning the master 
rights, he is thought to 
still get halfthe royal- 
ties as songwriter. 
It would mean he 
is earning on every 
"public perfor- 
mance, when his 
tunes are played in 
bars, on radio, at a 
sports event or on TV. 
By 2013, he had 
reportedly earned £1m 
from Oasis track Hello which 
uses a sample of his lyrics. 

The rocker served two and a half 
years in jail in Vietnam from 2006 for 
sexually abusing two girls, 10 and 11. 

He was convicted of two indecent 
assaults and a charge of sex with an 
under 18 in relation to the woman 
who sued him, the court heard.

Health and Science Editor d mms 
AROUND one baby a week is 
paralysed by a devastating 
muscle-wasting disease due to 
delays in rolling out a simple £5 
blood check at birth. 

Families of infants paralysed by 
spinal muscular atrophy demand 
the Government adds the condition 
to ones tested for in the heel prick 
test, done on babies at five days. 

Experts have called the five-year 
delay by the Government's National 
Screening Committee a national 
medical emergency. Dozens of 
countries, including the US, 
Australia, Japan, Russia, most ofthe 


EU and even war-torn Ukraine have 
introduced the simple test. 

Gene therapies can now prevent 
newborns with SMA suffering paral- 
ysis but only if given at birth before 
irreversible damage has occurred. 

Since 2019 around 250 babies 
have been disabled by the 
genetic condition known 
as floppy baby syndrome. 

Meanwhile the NSC, 
which advises govern- 
ment, is dithering over 
whether to use the test.

In those crucial early weeks 
motor neurons had died before he 
was started on Spinraza, and then 
moved on to Zolgensma. The drugs 
have given him a chance at life.

Freelance marketer Amy, of 
Ashford, Kent, said of his future 
health: "If he takes a few steps on 
his own one day, that would be 
incredible. We just want him to have 
the best life he can have. 

"An intensive care stay in hospital 
for six weeks costs an incredible 
amount of money but the birth test 
for SMA costs just a few quid." She 
said SMA kids treated after two 
weeks are walking despite having

PUPILS who survived the Sandy 
Hook massacre spoke of their mixed 
emotions as they graduated without 
their murdered classmates. 

Newtown High School's Class of 2024 
includes about 60 students who were at 
the school on December 14, 2012, when 
Adam Lanza shot dead 20 children, aged 
six and seven, and six adults. 

It is the second deadliest school 
shooting in US history and the fourth 
worst mass shooting. 

One survivor, Emma Ehrens, remem- 
bered the moment Lanza burst into 
Classroom 10 at Sandy Hook. 

She said: “The shooter actually came 
into my classroom. So I had to watch all 
my friends and teachers get killed and I 
had to run for my life at six years old. 

“Just growing up with having the fear 
and the what-ifs of what could have 
happened if I stayed. Because I was 
going to be next’ 

Another, Lilly Wasilnak, 17, said: “You 
wait for this day for your whole life since 
youre in kindergarten. You just cant 
wait to graduate. And it felt so far away 
for such a long time... but I think we 
cant forget about [the fact] there is a 
whole chunk of our class missing. 

"And so going into graduation, we all 
have very mixed emotions - trying to be 
excited for ourselves and this accom- 
plishment that weve worked so hard for, 
but also those who arent able to share 
it with us, who should have been’ 


DEPRESSION 


Many of the survivors say they 
continue to live with the trauma of that 
Friday morning. Loud noises still cause 
them to jump out of their seats and 
some always scan a room for the exits. 

Many have spent years in therapy for 
post-traumatic stress, depression and 
anxiety. The quiet town of Newtown, 
Connecticut, provided an array of 
services to the families. 

Officials shielded them as much as 
possible from the media and outsiders 


and the students said leaving such a 
protective community would be both 
difficult and somewhat freeing. "In Sandy 
Hook, what happened is always kind of 
looming over us,’ said Matt Holden, 17, 
who was in a classroom down the hall 
from the shooting. 

He adds: ‘I think leaving and being able 
to make new memories zum meet new

people, even if well be more isolated away 
from people who have stories like us, we'll 
be more free to kind of write our own 
story and not let this one event when we 
were very young define our lifetimes’ 

A number of Sandy Hook survivors 
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getting 
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have volunteered for gun control groups 
and several met Vice-President Kamala 
Harris at the White House last week. At the 
time of the massacre, President Barack 
Obama described it as "the single darkest 
day of my presidency”. 

He proposed a large series of new laws 
designed to curb gun violence, including 
reforms to the US background check 
system, a ban on assault rifles and back- 
ground checks on most private gun sales. 

But a number of the measures were 
thwarted by mainly Republican senators. 

Newtown High School Principal 
Kimberly Longobucco read the names of 
the first graders who were killed in the 
shooting, along with the six adults, as the 
Class of 2024 and their families looked on.

“We remember them for their bravery, 
kindness and spirit; she said. Let us strive 
to honour them, today and every day: 

Newtown Schools superintendent Chris 
Melillo told the 335 graduates: "Life is too 
short to do something that doesnt ignite 
your soul. Never settle for anything less 
than what sets your heart afire’ 

Lanzas massacre began when he killed 
his mother at their Newtown home. He 
then drove her car to the school and shot 
his way through the door before mowing 
down children and their teachers. 

The 20-year-old turned one of his guns 
on himself five minutes later, as first 
responders arrived at the scene. 

In 2022, conspiracy theorist Alex Jones 
was ordered to pay £1.2billion to relatives 
of Sandy Hook victims after he 
compounded their agony by claiming the 
massacre was a staged “false flag” event. 

The Virginia Tech shooting of 2007, in 
which 32 people died, remains Americas 
worst-ever school shooting. 

The Las Vegas shooting of 2017, which 
killed 60, and the attack on the Pulse night- 
club in Orlando in 2016, which claimed 49 
lives, are the country’s deadliest shootings. 

According to the K-12 School Shooting 
Database, America has had almost 2,000 
shootings, with 1,485 deaths and injuries.

IT takes around five minutes to 
walk from Notting Dale Ward in 
London's Kensington and Chelsea 
to Holland Ward - two electoral 
boroughs where people will vote in 
under three weeks' time. 

Five minutes - but a difference in 
life expectancy of almost 20 years, a 
new report reveals. 

At the start of our walk, women 
living in Notting Dale - which 
includes the Grenfell Tower and the 
surrounding Lancaster West estate - 
on average live to 74.3 years. 

Down the road in Holland Ward, 
where rows of Farrow and Ball pastel- 
painted terraces give way to giant 
white Georgian houses inspired by the 
Italian Renaissance, life expectancy for 
women is 93.2, says the research by the 
Kensington & Chelsea Foundation. 

As we walk through the contrasting 
streets, the independent charity's 
co-director Victoria Steward Todd 
points out the ward boundaries. 

"Its a borough of extremes; she says. 
"One end of Ladbroke Grove has a 
19-year difference in life expectancy 
from the other. This is a borough that 
has nearly half of its children attending 
private school and half of the rest 
living in poverty. In Notting Dale, 
26.5% of children live in poverty 
– that’s more than a quarter. 4

children on free school 
meals has increased 
by 50967 

The charity s report, 
"Poverty and Prosperity 
in Kensington and 
Chelsea: A Deepening 
Divide" reveals the lowest 
rate of child poverty is found 
in Campden Ward, at 10.5%. “ 

To give you some idea; Steward- 
Todd says. “Kensington Palace is in 
Campden Ward: 

Today is the seventh anniversary of 
the Grenfell fire that claimed 72 lives, 
including 18 children. At 6pm, the 
community will once again take part 
in a Silent Walk led by bereaved and 
survivors from the Methodist Church 
near the covered tower. 

After seven long years there has 
been no justice, meaning Grenfell is a 
wound that cannot heal. Meanwhile 
residents are only too aware that the 
divides that created the conditions for 
mass manslaughter are deepening.

West London's own Berlin 
wall was built in 1864 to separate the 
chocolate-box streets of affluent 
Kensington from the poor living in 
Notting Dales slums - which in 1893 
the Daily News labelled the most

it was her mum who explained to her 
what the wall meant. 

“My mum told us when she grew up 
she was always told not to play with 
the kids the other side of it” she says.

“Yes, I do know the 
inequality here is the worst in Europe;

baby along a nearby street.

Were at crisis point with one in five 
Year 9 pupils in one area having a 
probable eating disorder, and one in 
six 12 to 15-year-olds in the same area 
having self-harmed in the past 
12 months. 

The latest Child ofthe North/Centre 
for Young Lives report couldn't be 
more welcome. It sets out a plan to 
improve the mental health and 
wellbeing of children through schools, 
to support the one in five children with 
a probable mental health condition.

Would you believe young people 
with cancer, and those from ethnic 
minorities, have to make more 
visits to a GP than other people 
before they get a diagnosis? 

No? Well, read on. A 2022 patient 
survey tracked 60,000 people, and 
across the group as a whole, one in 
five had visited their GP at least 
three times before their cancer was 
diagnosed. 

But among people from ethnic 
minority backgrounds, the 
proportion rose to one in three, 
while half of patients aged 18 to 24 
had required at least three visits, 
and 20% had had five visits or 
more. It's unbelievable. 

Furthermore, in the most 
deprived areas of England, people 
were 2196 less likely to be given an 
urgent referral for suspected 
cancer than in affluent areas. 

The NHS has a target of 
diagnosing 75% of cancers at an 
early stage by 2028, but the report 
notes that at the moment, only 
60% of tumours are spotted at 
stage one or two, when they are 
easiest to treat.

Cat owners face a £500 fine if 
their pets are not microchipped 
after new laws came into effect 
this week. 

The rules are designed to 
combat pet theft and help 
reunite lost animals with their 
owners, but around one in four cats are not 

microchipped - around two million animals - 
data from Cats Protection found. 

It costs between £20 and £30 to microchip a 
pet, and the charity's Madison Rogers says it 
can prevent heartbreak. 

She said: "Some owners think they are 
never going to go through the trauma of losing 
their cat, but in the last year, 115,000 pet cats in England went missing and 
never returned home. 

"Collars can easily drop off or become damaged so that the address details become 
unreadable. A microchip is safe, stays with your cat for its lifetime and is linked to contact 
details that are stored safely in a database."

Sir David Attenborough has been 
the soothing voice of the natural 
history world for decades. 

The veteran broadcaster has 
witnessed many extraordinary 
sights on land, in the sea and the air 
- but it's unlikely he will have ever 
seen a tribe of bigfoots urinating, 
lactating and defecating with wild 
delirium to mark their territory. 

Bodily fluids overflow in 
filmmaking brothers David and 
Nathan Zellner's hypnotic hike 
through the mist-cloaked forests of 
North America in the company of a 


ragtag tribe of human-like creatures. 


Over the course of four seasons, 
captured by cinematographer Mike 
Gioulakis as if this were a 


documentary, a mated couple 
(Jesse Eisenberg, Riley Keough), an 
elder male (Nathan Zellner) and an 
energetic youngster (Christophe 
Zajac-Denek) contend with a 
predatory mountain lion, poisonous 
mushrooms and the ferocity of the 
elements. 

In amusing vignettes, one bigfoot 
gets high by sniffing a skunk's fur 
while another creates an imaginary 
friend from his balled-up fist. 

Gentle laughs are frequently 
undercut by stunned silence. Death 
comes quickly and matter of factly. 

Exemplary full-body foam latex 
suits fashioned by creature and 
prosthetics designer Steve Newburn 
allow the cast to vanish beneath 
pungent pelts matted with every 
conceivable excretion. 

Answering the call of the wild is 
clearly exceedingly messy.

Conceived by screenwriter Michael Nilon during the 
pandemic, Arcadian is a post-apocalyptic survival thriller that 
imagines a deadly virus knocking humans off their pedestals, 
giving birth to gnarled, nocturnal beasts that hunt our 
ravaged species under a cloak of darkness. 

Director Benjamin Brewer's picture unfolds through the 
eyes of a stricken family rallying against the otherworldly 
predators from a fortified farmhouse stronghold. 

The claustrophobic set-up is eerily reminiscent of the 2017 
psychological horror It Comes At Night starring Joel 
Edgerton, and the climactic scenes in A Quiet Place. However, 
Brewer stages his slick set pieces with the volume turned up 
and suspense dialled down to tolerable. 

Creature design melds cartoonish and grotesque elements 
with staccato bursts of sound created when the beasts 
rapidly clack their jaws before they coalesce into a giant 
wheel and roll en masse after fugitive prey. A creepy 
centrepiece involving one digitally rendered interloper relies 
too heavily on crazy good fortune to withstand scrutiny. 

Nicolas Cage's performances are usually the craziest 
element on screen but in Arcadian, the Oscar winner is 
surprisingly understated as a father willing to sacrifice 
everything. He allows young co-stars Jaeden Martell and 
Maxwell Jenkins to shine, although the script lumbers them 
with occasionally clunky dialogue.

And as he promotes 
the adventures of his hero 
character Billy and his mates, hes 
also talking openly about his own 
struggles growing up. 

As a child with severe dyslexia, 
Jamie found school incredibly 
difficult and describes words as “his 
enemy”. He also has ADHD. And at a 
time when there are so many 
children on excruciatingly long 
waiting lists, desperate to be 
diagnosed, hes able to connect with 
both parents and kids. He 
acknowledges, too, that neurodiver- 
sity can make kids picky eaters. 

He also knows that being a 
successful author is an incredible 
feat for a man who looks at a page 
and sees the words jump around. 
But he knows that being 
neurodiverse has made him - and 
kept him - who he is today. 

"Conventional writing has never 
worked for me; says Jamie, noting he

uses dictation as his weapon to 
visually tell a story. 

Cookery books have always been 
treated a bit like a Haynes manual - 
like a ‘how to or step by step. So, that's 
not really writing. This is. Even though 
its a kids book, it's still real writing.

Theres an important message 
about confidence within the book, 
something Jamie struggled with. 

“I think confidence, worry and 
anxiety are all part of a cauldron of 
different emotions that challenge us; 
he says, honestly. 

“Апа I think that they can present 
themselves when youre young, as 
things that hold you back. But at the 
same time, as you get older, [they 
provide] a tension that makes you do 
your best work. 

“Life's not supposed to be 
linear or easy. I want my kids to 
struggle as much as possible, in 
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a safe and controlled way. If it's 
too easy, it's really vanilla? 

Jamie talks in an open way, those 
famous blue eyes still twinkling, and 
is unafraid ofa challenge. He chats 
gratefully about having the 
opportunity to work at the weekend 
when he was young, in his family's 
Clavering home and pub, The 
Cricketers, which is now a hotel. 

"Cooking - 100 per cent - saved 
me. Because, while everything was 
going very badly at school, at the 
weekend I was able to be someone. 
Cooking was normalised, earning 
£1.20 an hour was normalised and 
getting paid because I did whatI 
promised was normalised. So, I had 
my confidence building on one side, 
and dare I say it, slightly diminished 
on the other. 

"I had such resentment towards 
the written word, and traditional 
learning. And I've got rid of that now.

“I guess what I'm trying to say, is 
book two was not a chore. It was 
beyond exciting. It was 
completely intentional.

Jamie is now able to trust in his 
own unique process of getting those 
words down.

Which is no surprise, as that's still 
the lifelong dream.

MICKELSON'S 
BOGEY HELL

PHIL MICKELSON carded a nightmare opening 
round of nine over par to end his US Open 
challenge before it even began at Pinehurst. 

He has won every Major except the US Open, 
finishing runner-up on a record six occasions. 
But his hopes of becoming a Grand Slam 
champion faded badly from the first tee. 

‘Lefty’ (above), who became the oldest Major 
champion in history at the 2021 PGA 
Championship, began his day in North Carolina 
with four consecutive bogeys. 

He posted six bogeys on the front nine before 
adding three on the back. 

Mickelson, 53, has seen performances 
steadily decline since his monumental Kiawah 
Island triumph, aside from a surprise tied- 

second finish at the 2023 Masters. His 
playing partner Matteo Manassero did not 
fare better, the Italian enduring a nine-over 
nightmare of his own, with a triple-bogey on 
the first. 

He added a double-bogey on the third 
before four more bogeys. Both Mickelson and 
Manassero are now propping up the 

leaderboard and have plenty of work to do.

PATRICK CANTLAY shot a terrific five-under 65 
to be joint leader at the US Open. 

The American has struggled for form this year, 
posting just a pair of top-10 finishes on the PGA 
Tour. 

But his finest game was on show at Pinehurst 
No.2, surging up the leaderboard with three 
birdies in his final five holes to capture an 
unlikely early lead. 

Cantlay has never had the lead or co-lead 
after any round of a Major in his career. His 65 - 
just the third such score ever at a US Open held 
at the iconic North Carolina course - put him in 
pole position to rewrite his own history book. 

Starting on the 10th tee, the 32-year-old made 
his first birdie of the day at the par-four fth, 
landing a magnificent bunker shot from the 
green-side trap down the left. He ticked along 
before catching fire down the stretch, setting 

himself up to contend for a maiden Major title. 

Cantlay (above) leads with Rory Mcllroy. They

Aberg has experience 
around the sweeping fairways 
and undulating greens from 
previous US Amateur 
campaigns.

Oh, I'm 
always nervous when I'm 
playing tournament golf; the 
24-year-old said. "That's the 
way it's supposed to be. I think 
the day when I'm not nervous, 
its not a good sign. Obviously 
a lot of butterflies this 
morning. It was early, but a lot 
of butterflies" 

The butterflies faded when 
Aberg posted back-to-back 
birdies early on. He recovered 
from a bogey on his 15th - 
the par-three sixth - 
with a closing birdie 
following a stunning 
tee shot on the 
short ninth.

FROM ANDY DUNN in Munich 
ACROSS Germany, fans are 
growing disillusioned with elite 
European club football. 

Increasingly, there are protests 
against outlandishly wealthy 
owners and state-connected 
consortiums building up club 
empires. 

But, for all the financial 
implications of modern-day 
international tournaments, the 
Euros will give the game's 
followers welcome respite from 
the talk of TV deals, economic 
shenanigans and politics. 

There remains a purity and 
nobility about representing your 
country on the big stage. 

Take Cristiano Ronaldo, for 
example. No one embodies the 
crass commercialism of 
21st-century football more than 

Ronaldo, currently being used as 
the poster boy for the Saudi 
Arabian sports-washing project. 

It turns the stomach. 

But it is clear that nothing gives 
Ronaldo (right) more satisfaction 
than wearing the colours of his 
national team. 

When he scored twice in the 
win over the Republic of Ireland 
on Tuesday night, it meant he now 
has 130 goals in 207 appearances 
for Portugal. 

And, even at the age of 39, you 
would not back against him 
strutting his stuff in Germany and 
helping a very talented 
Portuguese squad to success.

Ronaldo's farewell to the Euros - 
this will be his sixth and last one - 
is not going to be the only one. 

We will probably be seeing the 
last of a handful of greats on the 
Euro stage. 

And one of those will be Toni 
Kroos, who bowed out of club 
football by winning his fifth 
Champions League with Real 
Madrid. 

Now, he will be looking to bring 
the curtain down on his 
international career by winning 
the Euros on home soil. 

"That ending would be a bit too 
cheesy, with the Champions 
League and the European 
Championship... but | would take 
it," said the 34-year-old, who 
stepped away from national team 
duty after Germany's last-16 exit 
at Euro 2020. 

On home soil, there is no doubt 
Germany will be a force to be 


reckoned with, but you could 
throw a blanket over four nations 
if you fancy a bet on the outright 
winner. 

For me, those four would be 
England, Germany, Portugal and 
Spain, with Rodri (below right). 

But, despite what the 
bookmakers would suggest - 
Southgate's men are favourites to 
claim the Henri Delaunay Trophy - 
France are the stand-out squad at 
Euro 2024. 

And, having finalised his dream 
move to Real Madrid, there is one 
man primed to set the 
Championship alight... Kylian 
Mbappe. 

Captaining his country for the 
first time at a tournament, the 
25-year-old has scored 47 goals 
in 79 games for the French and hit 
44 in 48 during his farewell 
season at Paris Saint-Germain. 

Mbappe will take some stopping 
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at these Euros. But the same can 
be said of Harry Kane, who has 
exuded an air of quiet confidence 

around England's training camp in 
days leading up to the big kick-off. 

Mbappe's new team-mate Jude 
Bellingham also looks refreshed 
and raring to go after his stunning 
exploits with Real Madrid last 
season. 

Of course, this tournament 
WILL be a commercial 
monstrosity and, unfortunately, it 
will also be a reminder of the 
febrile times, needing a huge 
security operation to counter the 
threats posed by terrorism and 
hooliganism. 

But there will be brilliance, 
there will be drama and there will 
be pride, there will be passion. 

Because nothing can match 
representing your people on the 
grandest stage... as Cristiano 
Ronaldo would tell you.

EUROS organisers have been stunned by 
an outbreak of Kylian Mbappe-mania which 
saw them swamped by 100,000 ticket 
applications just to watch Real Madrid's 
new superstar train. 

Mbappe was put through his paces with 
the rest of France's highly-fancied squad at 
the 4,000-capacity Home Deluxe Arena in 
the historic cathedral city of Paderborn last 
night after arriving in Germany on 
Wednesday. 

After announcing the session would be 
opened up to the public, the demand for 
free tickets to see Mbappe (above with 
fans), alongside other big names like 


Antoine Griezmann and Ousmane Dembele, 


exploded. 

The stadium is home to SC Paderborn, a 
club that finished seventh in Bundesliga 2 
last season. 

The city's population is just under 
150,000 - but fans were prepared to travel 
from miles around just to get a glimpse of 
the player who has walked out of Paris 
Saint-Germain to join England ace Jude 
Bellingham at the Bernabeu. 

Didier Deschamps' team are many 
people's favourites to go all the way in the 
tournament after losing the World Cup final 
to Argentina 18 months ago. 

Mbappe (below with boss Deschamps) 
has joined Madrid in a deal that has netted 
him a £127million signing-on fee and a five- 
year contract worth £265,000 a week after 
tax. And he is proving quite the attraction. 

He quit PSG at the end of his contract 
with Real looking to launch another 
Galacticos era just weeks after winning the 
Champions League for a 15th time by 
beating Borussia Dortmund at Wembley. 

France open their Euros bid against 
Austria in Dusseldorf on Monday, with 
games against Holland and Poland to 
follow.

FOURTEEN years and three months 
after his Germany debut, the fire still 
burns within Thomas Muller. 

It could be for any number of 
reasons. Maybe it is a desire to 
surpass Lothar Matthaus as 
Germany's record caps holder. 

Or it could be that he wants to add 
a Euros medal to his World Cup one 
and complete the set. 

Perhaps it is making up for lost 
time after former boss Joachim Low 
refused to pick him for two years. 

In truth, it is most likely all of the 
above added to a simple hunger to 
pull on his national shirt, the way he 
did as a child when he was a fan. 
Even near the end of his career, he 
still wants to improve. 

“I've always gotten positive 
feedback about my outlook," said 
Muller. “I'm not faking it - | want to 
have fun. 

"That being said, it's about 
working, winning and improving, as 
well as finding time to relax and 
having fun while playing. 

“You don't go the extra mile 
because someone tells you to, rather 
because you feel like it. 

“My job isn't to entertain, because 
you don't get very far doing just 
that.

Muller's international career 
began on March 3, 2010, in Munich 
in a friendly against Argentina. 

He started and was replaced 
midway through the second half by 
fellow debutant Toni Kroos (the pair, 
above).

Now, with Kroos about to retire, 
Muller is looking forward to one final 
fling for the duo on home turf, even 
if he is not ready to join the midfield 
maestro in retirement.
